Clayton, some 17 species of 
trees or shrubs will be avail­

These trees are ordered from 
the Texas Forest Service at a 
delivered cost of $1.50

The trees and shrubs may be 
used for windbreaks or soil 
stabilization, 
but 
cannot 
be 
used or resold for shade or 
ornam ental purposes. All seed 
ling orders will be packed in 
moss and m oisture proof pa 
per and shipped prepaid di­ 
rect to the purchaser. O rders 
m ust be in m ultiples of 50 and 
orders for less than 100 seed­ 
lings will not be accepted. O r­ 
ders m ust be sent in before 
February 10, 1962, 
and the 
shipping dates are from mid- 
January to M id-Ferbuary and 
the first week in M arch.

w ith strippers, it is of the u t­ 
most importance that farm ers 
keep in mind th at it pays to 
operate the strippers in a good 
workman like m anner to pre­ 
serve the quality of the cotton. 
It requires good planning 
on 
the part of the farm ers be­ 
cause, 
gin 
yards 
are 
some­ 
times crowded and the round 
trip on cotton trailers will at 
times be long and drawn out. 
The following are some item s js tram ped into the trailer, 
it will pay to keep in mind 
throughout the harvesting sea­ 
son. 
1. Do not operate strippers 
too soon after frost or the use 
of desiccants. Allow 
ample 
time for all the leaves and leaf 
stalks to dry out completely be­ 
fore 
starting 
the 
strippers. 
Green leaves will stain the cot- j frost or desiccantion. Use wood 
ton as it goes through 
the J slatted or wire sided trailers, 
strippers and is 
loaded 
onto This will allow 
leaf and other 
the trailer. Cotton stained in trash to blow out of the trailer, 
this m anner can easily cost 
more 


4. Use separation devices on 
strippers such as blowers and 
green boll boxes. Throw green 
bolls out on the turnrow and 
allow them to dry out and op­ 
en 
before carrying them 
to 
the gin. Too many green bolls 
indicate that you are attem pt­ 
ing to strip too 
soon 
after 


the farm er $10 per 
bale 
in 
the grade. Proper tim ing of 
the harvesting operation 
is 
im portant. A drying period of 
two to three w’eeks after frost 
is needed to condition proper­ 
ly the cotton plants for strip­ 
per harvest. 
But w ith fu r­ 
ther delay plants deteriorate 
and broken stem s and branches 
are gathered w ith the stripped 
cotton, which w ith w’eather- 
ing, lowers fiber quality. 
2. Don’t sta rt strippers too 
early in the m orning follow’ing 
heavy dew’s or showers. H ar­ 
vesting cotton w ith too high 


5. Keep strippers and trail­ 
ers clean. Do not over lubri­ 
cate. Wipe off excess 
grease 
and keep the trailer beds free 
of dirt. 
6. Keeping the strippers cen­ 
tered on the row and operating 
at the proper speed will help 
elim inate barky cotton. 
7. Keep a few tarpaulins on 
hand in case of rain or 
dust 
storms.

For instance, there is 
the 
problem of 
“W aste 
Circula­ 
tion.'’ To the merchant who 
wishes to get maximum return 
on his advertising investment, 
waste circulation is a m atter 
worth careful attention. 
The total coverage of an ad­ 
vertising outlet may be no in­ 
dication of its value to a par­ 
ticular merchant. Only circu­ 
lation among potential custo­ 
mers is of real worth to any 
adviser. The suburban retail­ 
er who advertises in a m etro­ 
politan publication may pay 
for circulation which is 95 per 
cent oustide of his trade ter­ 
ritory. 
The same is true of the m er­ 
chant who buys radio or tele- 


culation over several counties. 
When any medium charges 
for advertising on the basis of 
circulation outside of a nat­ 
ural trade area, the rates are 
likely to be expensive regard­ 
less of the total head count. 
This fact has accounted for 
the rapid growth of commun­ 
ity newspapers in the suburbs 
of large cities. For the com­ 
munity newspaper — whether 
on the edge of a great city or 
in a rural county—sells 
no 
waste circulation. 
A retail trade area and the 
circulation area of a commun­ 
ity newspaper 
are 
identical. 
The limits of each are defined 
by the same factors. 
The people who subscribe to 
the local newspaper are the 
people who are most likely to | 
trade in local stores. Which 
means, of course, that the re­ 
tailer knows he is always get­ 
ting a sound value in local 
newspaper advertising.
